The members of the order occupied 
the center section of the theatre. 
There were many visitors present 
among them from other towns and 
cities. Abgve the stage was a large 
sign giving the name of the lodge— 
Grayling Lodge No. 137, I. 0. O. F. 
and containing the three links electri- 
cally illuminated, 

The band played a selection after 
which Herb Gothro, N. G., and L. M. 
Meade, V. G., read some of the ritual- 
istic ceremonies of the order. Secre- 
tary James Olson.read a proclamation 
by the Grand Master proclaiming 
April 26, 1919 the centenary of Odd 
Fellowism, the order having been 
founded April 26, 1819 in the city f 
Baltimore, Md. ’ 

Mrs. T. W. Hanson sang “Mission 
of a Rose” and was loudly applauded. 
In response, assisted by Fred Alex- 
ander they sang “Come Sing to Me.” 

Mayor Hans Petersen was down on 
the program. for felicitations, and 
cordially greeted the visitors and as- 
sured them of a cordial welcome by 
the citizens of Grayling, and intro- 
duced Grand Master George Harland 
as the next speaker. 

Mr. Harland is an enthusiastic Odd 
Fellow, and devoted to the principles 
of the order. Since becoming Grand 
master he has started out to visit as 
many local lodges in the state as pos- 
sible during his tenure of office. This 
is a big task as there are more than 
500 lodges in the state. 

Mr. Harland accepted gracefully 
the greetin&s of the Mayor and con- 
gratulated the members of Grayling 
lodge upon their fine building, it con- 
taining one of the finest lodge rooms 
in the city and also a fully equipped 
theatre. 

The speaker said that the 14 points 
offered by President Wjlson-embodied 
the principles of Odd Fellowism . The 
Order hopes to bring about universal 
peace by administering universal jus- 
tice and thus obtain universal broth- 
erhood. The speaker gave a review 
of some of the great work that has 
been done by the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows, which achievement 
has brot honor and credit to the or- 
der. He admonished his auditors to 
practice Odd Fellowism by living up 
to the principles of the order. He 
chattered the old idea of always talk- 
ing of the “goat” and urged that more 
be said of the beautiful lessons of the 
order and principles upon which it 
was founded and that the goat be rel. 
egated to the background. His ad- 
dress was inspiring and masterful and 
carried ‘strong conviction to those 
who heard him. 

Secretary Rogers is no stramger in 
Odd Fellow meetings anywhere in 
Michigan. He has been secretary so 
long that every city, town and hamlet 
whereever the order is established he 
is known and has intimate acquaint- 
ances. Usually in the past whenever 
the Grand Master was out on a visit- 
ing tour the secretary had to deliver 
the main speech. This is not the case 
since Mr. Harland has been the Mas- 
ter. However Secretary Rogers gave 
a brief but very pleasing address. 
He sprung a number of things at the 
expense of Mayor Petersen and oth- 
ers that brot forth much applaus. 
He said that he was not supposed to 
give an address and that he was only 
the “Cheer-up-idist.” He was equal 
to the job and at times had his audi- 
ence convused the laughter. 

He spoke seriouly at times. Speak- 
ing af Mr. Harland he said that he 
was the-man of the hour in Odd Fel- 
lowship. He told of some of the 
fine w#ehievements of the order since 
ita organization, and acclaimed it as 
a character builder and a community 
builder. . 
The audience were treated again by 
a vocal solo, by Fred Alexander. He 
sang “Oh, Heart of Mine.” 

Chaplain C. E. Doty was down for 
a few remarks. He sprung a few 
nat stories and allusions and closed 
with benediction. 

In honor of the guests of the eve- 
ning a very -enjoyable banquet was 
spread in the lodge rooms after the 
program was finished. This was 
served by the ladies of the Rebekah 
lodge. Fully 150 persons sat down 
to the tables.

GAN OFFERS TO THE SHEEP 
BREEDER. 


Because range conditions in the 
west are not what they used to be 
due to the cutting up of the ranges 
by the homesteaders and the cutting 
off of the water supply, sheep breed- 


tion to other territory and are grad- 
ually getting the business on a more 
systematic basis than it ever could be 
when wide ranges were open to free 


the man first on the ground or who 
had the strongest outfit to maintain 
his hold on the grazing lands. 

With the advent of the homestead- 
er and the cutting off of free graz- 
ing the sheep breeder has been forc- 
ed to look to other territory and is 
gradually -awakening to the fact that 
much farther east and a great deal 
closer to the great markets he can 
obtain grazing lands at a low figure 
where grass and clover grow in 
abundance and where roots and win- 
ter forage crops can be raised at a 
minimum of effort. The best of 
these lands are found in the vast ar- 
ea of cut-over lands in Northeastern 
Michigan, where clover grows wild 
amid the trees and underbrush, 
where luxuriant grasses are always 
found and where the water supply 
never fails because of the abundance 
of lakes and streams is supplemented 
by the fact that continuously flowing 
wells can’ be obtained by drilling to 
a depth of from 75 to 200 feet. 

A report on the cost of running a 
ewe in Montana estimates the total 
at $11.12 per animal, this including 
pasture, feed, herders’ wages and all 
other labor. In the best grazing dis- 
tricts of the west, the valley lands 
and the irrigated lands, the price per 
acre is already high and growing 
higher every year, and the soil will 
not yield any better crops than does 
the soil of the Michigan hard wood 
lands. 

The Michigan lands, taken just as 
the lumbermen left them, will pas- 
ture at least one sheep to the acre 
while after the brush has been burn- 
ed, cut or killed by pasturing it will 
easily pasture four sheep per acre. 

The grass and clover crops and 
the water on these lands never fail, 
and the future possibilities are only 
just being realized by the men who 
have begun to investigate them. 

Where so many sheep can be run 
to the acre the owner can well afford 
to fenee the land, thus dispensing 
with the cost of herding, and by cut- 
ting ranches into sections and shift- 
ing herds from one to another every 
few days a continuous growth of pas- 
ture can be obtained, insuring cheap 
feed all through the grazing season. 

Lambs born in this territory in 
March weighed 40 pounds at slightly 
less than two months old and with 
proper care a three-months’.old lamb 
will weigh 60 pounds or better when 
delivered at the market, which is on- 
ly one day’s ride from the grazing 
lands. 

Four sections of land, properly 
prepared by clearing the brush and 
seeding with sufficient acreage clear- 
ed to reproduce the hay, peas, oats and 
rutabagas or other root crops, will 
earry 5,000 sheep the year around, 
and each year the soil will become 
better and better adapted to its work 
or made suitable for general farming 
and the income from the land will be 
a permanent, dependable proposition. 

In the winter of 1918-19 one sheep 
man wintered 500 sheep in northern 
Michigan at a cost of $3.50 per head 
and with a loss of only three sheep 
and he had to buy all his feed at the 
high prices of that winter. Another 
brought 3,000 ewes from Idaho in 
April and placed them on a tract of 
8,400 acres which he purchased and’ 
on which he plans to place 10,000 
head next year. Included in the 
land he purchased is considerable 
cleared land on which he expects to 
raise almost enough hay, pea straw 
and rutabagas to winter his flock. 
Many similar instances can he cited

NORTHEASTERN 
~ MICHIGAN 


THE LAND QF BIG CROPS AN’s 
PAT LIVESTOCK. 


What a Packer Says on N. E, Mich- 
igan. | 


“I believe that Northeastern Mich- 

igan ig destined to become a very 
productive section ‘of this great state. 
Of course it has its limitations in the 
matter of climate, but for the sheep 
industry, the grazing of cattle and 
dairying we consider it most excell- 
ently adapted. The section has as 
pure water as is found anywhere in 
the world and during the summer 
months it has enormous crops of very 
fine grasses and clovers,” said I. W. 
Taliaferro, vice-president of Ham- 
mond, Standish & Co., of Detroit. 
“Young cattle shipped in and given 
the -benefit of its grass and clover 
for a season take on weight rapidly 
and are in excellent condition for fin- 
ishing with corn and concentratesin 
the fall. 
“The prest demand now is for 
what is known as ‘baby beef’, or in 
packer’s parlance, ‘long yearlings and 
short twos’. 

“The Detroit market ought to bea 
big feeder market and probably will 
be as your part of the state develops. 
The great demand for beef in De- 
troit local markets and in the sur- 
rounding territory is for light, fat 
young stock. This is produced in 
Northeastern Michigan but not in the 
quantities that could be easily sold 


here. We would be glad to purchase 


a larger part of our supply of cattle 
from those produced in Michigan if 
they would come to this market.” 

Mr., Taliaferro believes that the 
best results are obtained by grazing 
eattle during the season on North- 
eastern Michigan ranches and then 
shipping to the “corn belt” for the 
finishing off of the product, but many 
of the best ranch owners are raising 
their. own feed and doing the finish- 
ing on their own ranches, getting big 
returns for the money and effort in- 
vested. 


THE WATER SUPPLY—LAKES, 
RIVERS AND FLOWING 
WELLS. 


The two great requisites for suc- 
cessful grazing in any country are 
pasture and water, While the for- 
mer may come first in the list it is of 
little value without the latter and the 
lack of water, even where the pasture 
was fair, has caused the death of 
thousands of cattle and sheep aiinugt- 
ly on the great grazing prairies of 
the west and southwest. 

One western herder is quoted as 
saying. “As between long grass and 


short water and short grass and long 
water give me the long water every 
time.” And northeastern Michigan 


is “Jong” on water. Throughout the 
territory there are a thousand lakes 


of varying size which never go dry 
and the most of which never change 
their level from one season to an- 
other. Feeding these lakes or run- 
ning their courses into. Lake Huron 
there sre hundreds of creeks and 


streams which drain the territory 


and the most of which are “live” 
throughout even the driest season. 


And as a further supplement to 


this natural water supply there is a 


ground water system which provides 


a never failing supply, both summer 
and winter, to the ranchman who is 
willing to spend a few dollars in bor- 
ing an artesian well. 


Throughout almost the entire dis- 


trict these ground waters are the 
‘source of flowing wells which, in some 


instances spout their supply 20 feet or 
More into the air and néarly all of 


which furnish a flow several feet 
above the surfaces of the ground. 


The water fram these wells is pure 
and sparkling and unusually soft for 
well water, furnishing a supply which 
is of the greatest excellence for 
household use as well as for water- 
ing stock. 

This section of Michigan is surely 
“long” on water, without being 
troubled with vast. swamps, and it is 
also “long” on grass, throughout 
eight or nine months of the year, for 
there is an average of about 32 inch- 
es of rainfall each year and even in 
the seasons of the greatest drouth 
there has never been a failure of 


grass, for the rains of spring and fall 


and the snows of the winter months 
provide sufficient moisture to keep 
the grazing in good condition.

Bee Keeping on the Mountains. 
One of the most valuable assets 
fo New South Wales is its Mountain 
whieb extends In a broad 
belt running North and South right 
thrangh the State with an elevation 
varying from a few hundred feet on 
the foothills to severul thousand feet 
on the higher. FANECS. 
“Included Im this area is a consider- 
able extent pf tableland with an Eng- 


ready occupied by settlers engaged ip 
farming and pastoral pursuits, but the 
immense extent of broken country 
embraced in the Mountain area ts 
practically unoccupied. 

The soil vuries from righ volcanic, 
covered with dense, semi-tropienl veg- 
etation, to sandstone (overlying coal 
Measures) that require a close indus- 
try to yield a subsistence by ordinary 
methods of cultivation, but even jn 
the poorest forest tracts are innuiner- 
able sites where homes may be made 
within easy distance of the seabonrd 
amidst the wholesamest, healthiest 
and most independent conditions to be 
found anywhere on carth On such 
settlements honey; timber and dricd 
fruits are the pyficipal sources of in- 
come. 

Those not famillar with this Moun- 
tain. region can form no. idea of the 
enormous quantities of honey pro- 
duced hy the native trees and flower- 
Ing shrubs every year. Occasionally 
the yleld takes the ferm of “manna” 
or sweet sap exuding from small pune- 
tures made in the bark of the trees by 
the sap-feeding cieuds. This form of ; 
honey production, however, is the ex- 
ception and net the rule, The usual! 
thing is for the heney to be secreted | 
in the form of nectar in the flowers— 
the members of the Euealypms fuam- 
ily have a little cup in the center of 
the flower in which the haney is form- 
ed. When the Mountain forests are 
white with hloom, the English bees 
that have gone within the bush and 
are now plentiful, make their nests 
in the hollow trees, and the setter 
ean obtain from them sufficient stock 
to start aun apiary. :

From the numerous members of the 
Eucalyptus family the flavers and 
trpes of honey. are almost as nuner- 
ous as the trees that produce them, 
and they are al proatabte 
The various trees have their set tintes 
for coming into bloom, dierent vari- 
eties blooming at intervals right 
throughout the year, The honey from 
those that bloom jn the winter and 
Spring is mainly consuined by the bees 
themselves in the rearing of the spring 
broods hefore swarming time. The 
great bulk of the surplus honey ob- 
tained comes from a compuratively 
small nurmber of varieties. 

Where the sources of honey supply 
are so numerous It would be difficult 
to deserfhe every honey-prodnucing tree 
in the Mountain area, bur it muy je 
suid that the most important are the 
box family found chiefly on the West- 
ern slopes and plains. Of these the 
white and yellow box are the most im- 
portant. The honey from the white 
box fs water white in color, clear and 
limpid, with the fine flavor character- 
istic of the box famlly tn its most del- 
teate form. The honey from this tree 
is always sure of a market in Ans- 
tralia. Unlike nearly all pure honeys 
it does not granulate, and this pecu- 
liarity makes it popular with the bot- 
tling firms, as it seldom requires to be 
melted hefare being bottled. 

The honey from the yellow box has 
the characteristic flavor common to 
the box family, tut in color it fis a 
rich golden tint, and like the white 
box honey, it retulns Its liquid form 
for a considerable time. 

The red bioodwood tree is one of 
the most widely distributed and valu- 
able of the mountain honey-producing 
trees, ~ It blooms in Autumn, in Febru- 
ary and in March. In a year of gen- 
eral bloom the trees are a beautiful 
sight, the mountains for miles appear- 
Ing one mass of whitetopped trees, 
while the air is taden with the rich 
aoney perfume and full of the din of

stores, Thd honey. from the blood- 
wood is of clear, rich golden. color, 
and of excellent flavor. Unllke the

The wax produced by the bees from 
bloodwood honey fs. also characterls- 
tle, belng bright yellow in color and 
upusually pliable, tough and tenacious. 
As a wax for the fine grades of foun- 
dation comb {it fs without rival aod 


The gray gum is another splendf{d 
honey ylelder. It blooms in January, 
and the galden honey it produces Is 
about equal to the bloodwood honey. 
it crystall{zes speedily and {gs consid- 
ered very suitable for export, ond is 
a favorite with the aplarist. 

The Sydney peppermint, the gray 
fronbark, the white stringybark, the 
white bloodweod, the red apple and 
the white apple are all good honey- 
producing mountain trees with differ- 
ent characteristics and of diferent 
commerclal values, and some of the 
honey that 1s not suitable for tate 
use owing to the coarseness of {ts 
flavor has been found invaluable in 
the mannfaeture of vinegar. 

The possibilitles of honey produec- 
tien nre too great to be overlvoked, 
for a man with a small capital will 
find this industry something that 
brings in immediate returns, and many 
a settler in the Mountain district has 
made a geod living on a poor patch of 
land ty the ald of his bees, while pre- 
partng the way for fruit growing on 
a large scale.—Ady.

We have 
always had a good many grasshop- 
pers, but paid little attention to their 
depredations until they got to the 
point where they have formed a cris- 
is in our agriculture. No doubt they 
have annually cost many thousands 
of dollars loss not only to our farm 
crops but to our wild pastures. The 
loss to the latter we will never be ab- 
le to compute. Now that the grass- 
hopper has come under the farmer’s 
notice to such an extent will probab. 
ly prove the hoppers’ doom, and it will 
not be surprising that altho there 
may be some unsatisfactory results 
from our first efforts, that the con- 
trol of the grasshopper will become 
as-much an annual occurrence as the 
control of the potato bug. Practice 
will make everybody more perfect 
and as the years go by the chances 


of making surer shots will be much 
improved:
